A College Eduication 

How often do we hear from the, lips of a collegiate graduate, especially In 
these days when it seems almost impossible to get a position of any promise, 
"What have I gained from four J'oars nt the University?" Among the cvsr- 
increastng group of street-walkers, we see many* who have been prominent 
in campus organizations, on the playing field, and more Important still, have 
been consistently near^ithe top of ; the clwsvla their .examinations. Little 
wonder, as Dr. Lea^k has of ten. said, tiiat they -look oUt upon the world 
with Wttcmess in their liMirts, and see a remedy only In some radical 
fundamental change In sociéty. . 

A stUdCht, frtishfrÔm the paternal security of the University, bursts out 
upon the world,, e'x^woting , Immediate employment, as due rèward for lour, 
five, six, or seven years, "of wtat, in .this case of students in the professional 
faculties, has been fairly conscientious work. Expecting to be welcomed 
with open arms Into the world of affairs, he finds that he Is but an unwanted 
child, . . .. . \ 

In abnormal conditions such as we liâve today, we cannot draw any 
ultimate conclusl'ohs as to the place a college: graduate, should expect to take 
or be given In the buslnéss world. In the urgency of getting some lucrative 
position, the graduate sees only one side , of the contrast wlilch exists be- 
tween himself and society: "How is it ttot i can't get a Job?" , He for- 
gets for the mbment his part of the .obligation: "Have. I' taken, full bciieflt 
of the opportunity afforded me in havbg a cdllege ed\icatl,on;.hayc I mode 
good use of my time in Warning my 'trade,' in developing in myself qualities 
of leadership, and in adding somethhig constructive to the fund of, knowledge?" 

Students take their college education as something, which i}"comlng to 
tliem" and seldom 'glve a moment's thought to their good fpiiiime jn; being 
aniong the chosen few who can continue their studies beyond .Aiatrlculatipn. 
Few realize that their fees pay for somewhat less ihap a^ third of the ex- 
penses incurred in supplying them with a "hlgfattU^watlon.*; ■ ' 

Mayor Rlnfret, when approached on the'lSi^^^t-.Btudent., uhemploy- 
ment, said that as far as he knew, graduates ot^aU ùnlyérrities fawci very 
favourably In the employment 
scramble as compared with those with 
little or no education. Between two 
applicants for the same Job the .one 
who has a better education usually gets' 
the position. There are, however, 
many factors which tend to handicap 
the college graduate. The imcducàted 
m^n Is more otteA' thar. not, itl greater 
need of employment, and in many coses 
is found to be more reliable and prac- 
tical than a college man, because of 
the fact that he has b«n'"iip agaUist 
it" for many years. The student, on 
the other hand, seldom has to put him- 
self through college by hte- oym .toll,^ 
alid has not always the sélf-reilànce 
and perseverance which- the uhédûcat- 
ed man has gained through hard ex- 
perience. 

"The Mayor does not in the least dis- 
credit tU value of a collège educa- 
tion, if It is taken seriously. He ad- 
vises all men 'who have the Opportunity 
to talco advantage of any further 
education that they can obtain. A 
new àévélopmènt.ln financing the 'édu- 
cation of promising.. -nen' without sufr 
flclent means, which he looks uton as 
very sound, is that begun ,recently at 
Brêboeuf College, r/here many stu- 
dehts are accepted without paying the 
usual feés. their education being Qon- 
Bldèred as good security for future 
pàyment. jg^^âi.
